Quizzed in Italy 


by Tribune Scribe 


J. Fred Hofmann, Help- 


•ing Kayo Gothic Line, 


Tells Amazing Tale 


Captain J. Fred Hofmann. sou 


of Mr. and Mrs. John Uofniann, 
who Ls .serving- in Italy, was quot- 
ed in an interview with Clay Gow- 
r:w. Chicago Tribune war corres- 
pondent today, when they met on 
the Gothic Line with the U. Jj. 
Fifth Army at Futii puss, strong 
point in the German-held lino. The 
interview, published today, was as 
follows: 


"When we correspondents moved 


north toward the pass. Capt. J. 
Fred Hofmann of Dixon. 111., point- 
ed out the main elements of the 
line,' that the Germans had relied 
upon to stop the Fifth army. First 
was barbed wire, then cam*.4 a wide 
and deep log-sided ditch paralel- 
ling east and west ridges hall' a 
mile to the north. That dilch had 
been designed to trap tanks. 


"On the ridges of the watershed 


itself were what was left of the 
heavy defenses of the Gothic line. 
One fortification was an innocent 
looking stone building. From the 
air it would appear as another 
farm house, which it had been 
until the Germans came. But now 
its walls are reinforced inside with 
five feet of concrete, it has a six 
foot thick roof, and a German SS 
mm. gun barrel protrudes through 
a window. 


Observation I'ost • . 


"Higher on the same ridge was 


a 
round hole leading1 into- the 


ground. Inside u flight of concrete 
steps led 30 feet underground to a 
.15 feet square room. Straw and 
bedding littered the floor and a 
table was covered with canned 
foods and moldy bread. This had 
been a. German artillery observa- 
tion post. 


"Hofmann said one concrete ma- 


chine gun pillbox in the pass had 
been' so strong that It witstood 
02 hits from 2-tO mm. guns. The 
shells just glanced off. but the 
53rd. penetrated and exploded it. 


"Infantry men resting after the 


assault on the pass road said they 
had silenced many German rna- 


phbrus ' filled hand, '.grenades. A 
sergeant told how -he' and 
his 


squad drove 1-1 Germans from a 
log reinforced dugout with a gren- 
ade. 


"We tried to talk them Into 


coming out but they continued 
firing and HO we tossed a phos- 
phorus grenade through the en- 
trance". he said. "It exploded and 
burned with terrific heat. The "M 
Jerries taggered out. their cloth- 
ing blazing- and everyone gravely 
burned".

a plan for 'speedy discharges.' You 
can read that plan from now until 
doomsday and you cannot find one 
word about 'speedy discharges.' It 
is. in fact, a statement of the 
priority in which men will be dis- 
charged after the war. 


"It does not say whether they 


are lo be retained in service a 
month or years after victory. That 
will be up to Die next administra- 
tion. The present adminsitration, 
with its record of peace time fail- 
ure, it afraid lo bring men home 
afler victory.

never forget, that the Ger- 


man militarists consider us Ger- 
many's principal 
enemy. 
Our 


democracy is a symbol oC hope to 
the oppressed. As long as it sur- 
vives, the nations' the Germans 
arc determined to subdue will 
never resign themselves to Ger- 
man domination. 


And we must draw the logical 


conclusions from our knowledge, 
.calmly but quickly. As late as 
•the summer of 1943, German 
;propaganda still triumphed in the 
.'belief of an appalling number of 
.'Americans and Britishers that the 
mistakes of the Versailles Treaty 
•fathered the German aggressive 
'spirit which brought about the 
Second World War. 


Certainly the Treaty of Ver- 


sailles was far from perfect. Cer- 
tainly, too, the sufferings of the 
German people were intense. But 
only a small fraction of that suf- 
fering came from the terms of 
the treaty. A great part of it 
came as an aftermath of the war 
itself and from the German mili- 
tarists' determination to bootleg 
Germany a new army. 


But the Germans blamed us, 


and our peace treaty. The more 
sentimental 
of 
us echoed 
the 


plaint If we had not been so 
unkind to the poor Germans at 
Versailles, we said, they would 
not have felt the need to rearm, 
they would not have fallen prey 
to a demagogue like Hitler. On 
such lopsided, literally Jerry-built 
logic, we based a whole thcorv 
of war guilt, in which we were 
both judge and villain. 


The truth is that German mili- 


tarism never meant to give up the 
fight when the German army sued 
for armistice in 1918. It only went 
under cover to' lick its wounds. 
Our alleged unkindncss at Ver- 
sailles had nothing \\hatcvcr to 
do with Germany's dedication to 
another war and, should that war 
fail, to still another. 


The truth is that in August and 


September of 1918. when lhc> 
were privately told by Genera" 
Ludcndorft that defeat was immi- 
nent.

them to fight harder for him and 
his cause. 
His tactics deceived 


few. 


The victorious march 
of 
our 


armies on Berlin is sufficient cur- 
rent proof to the unthinking' of 
what reasonable men have long 
known about the "superiority'1 of 
the Germans. 


But docs this make us biologi- 


cally superior? The Russians also 
arc driving upon Berlin and have 
gone a greater distance. 


In truth, these developments re- 


enough, but with murder in their 
hearts. 


Many ns the differences must 


be. in circumstances: nncl in back- 
ground, the one great similarity 
remains the same: the reason for 
making the change—to despoil the 
victors of the fruits of victory. 


When finally, in 
the dense 


morning fog of Nov. 10. the Kaiser 
fled. Prince Max von Baden, bnck 
in Berlin, hurriedly thrust the 
leadership ^of the state into the i 
lands of the Social Democrat, 
Fricdrich Ebcrt. 
With tears in 


is eyes, Prince Mnx begged him 


"do whatever you can for the 


erman Reich." 
To this Ebcrt replied. "I have 


already given it two sons.'' 


Both LudcndorfT and his friends 


loped that the 14-point program 
of President Wilson would M>ftcn 
he terms imposed on Germany. 
3ut they took no chances. Evcry- 
hing within reach that could be 
of use in future war. was clTcc- 
.ivcly hidden: blueprints for new 
arms, 
models, 
materials, 
and 


molds suddenly vanished. Ludcn- 
dorfT himself supervised the re- 
moval- of part of ;hc general stall 
files from the redbrick staff build- 
ing near the Victory Column. He 
also won the heart of his indus- 
trial friends by ordering ;hc rc- 
inoval ol most ot the documents 
of the Kricgsnmt. the War OtVico 
branch responsible lor the manu- 
facture of German war equip- 
ment. These files contained proof 
oC the profiteering which 
had 


made the rich industrialists richer. 


Once the Kaiser had fled, Lu- 


dcndorff felt he could move more 
freely, for the high officers on 
whom r-o much of his plan de- 
pended were no longer divided 
between their obedience to him 
and their allegiance to their V^i" 
or cmporor.

these successes to "the German 
mind." 
But it was the German

What then makes a nation, a 


race or a people superior?

obviously there are differences of 
superiority between people. 


In this country for instance, the 


Declaration of Independence said 
all are created free4 and equal be- 
fore law. but it is an acknowledged 
fact that no two people are pre- 
cisely equal. In ull the history of 
the world in any country, no two 
persons existed who had precisely 
the same personality or were ex- 
actly equal in mentality, ability, 
energy. 


Some like to work, some don't. 


Some cheat, some do not. 
Even 


twins differ essentially in their 
beings. 
The natural endowment 


of men at birth is variously influ- 
enced by their experiences in life. 


These then are the standards by 


which men judge each other as su- 
perior 
or 
inferior, 
the natural 


standards 
of ability evident in 


CoIdlPreparationsiasidirected. 


themselves. Exactly the same dif- 
ferences exist in nations as id 
men. 
When the average individ- 


ual ability is high, the" people of 
nations - arc obviously superior. 


It seems to me," therefore, some- 


one ought- to be making speeches 
stres'sing the need for higher in- 
tellectual standards In the coun- 
try, the need of developing-better 
workmajisliip. 
inspiring greater 


ability, promoting greater individ- 
ual and national energy. 


That is the only .way we can 


keep our nation superior in the 
post-war world. Armaments alone 
will not do it. Someone will always 
come along with a better gun. un- 
less we maintain a superior abil- 
ity to create one. 


That force of higher practical- 


ism must always be, behind our 
armaments, as well as our lives.. 


This whole question of national 


and race conflict has become in- 
volved in such stressing of toler- 
ance—needful stressing—that the 
people who read the front pages 
and listen to speeches may have 
forgotten the visible, inspirational 
and intellectual standards which 
do really guide men.' Tolerance 
does not mean tolerance of sloth 
or chicanery for instance. 


The responsibility for perpetuat- 


ing our historic id'ealism rests on 
leadership because the people will 
do no better than their leaders. .No 
matter what 
their constitution, 


their 
attitude 
toward 
tolerance 


and equality, their arms or what- 
ever else, they will be no more 
superior than their standards. I 
would like to read some speeches 
about that.
